A Delegate to England. 

The last number of tnd British Columbian 
co.ncs to us with a long article recopimeuding 
the lion. Malcolm Cameron as a delegate from 
British Columbia ami Vancouver islam] to 
Dawning Street, commissioned to represent 
their grievances anil demand redress. In the 
previous issue of the same paper, a letter, 
signed " Pro bono publico," appeared, recom- 
mending that a petition be sent to England 
by .Mr. Cameron, praying that Col. Moody 
may be appointed Governor in the place of 
Gov. Douglas. A few days previously our local 
coteniporary delivered itself of a column-arid- 
a-half, initiating the subject ol a delegate, 
eulogizing the fitness of Mr. Cameron for 
such a position in the most masterly inauuer, 
and winding up its peroration with the sug- 
gestion that the City Council of Victoria ami 
I he Town Council ot New Westminster should 
immediately tal<e steps to execute such a de- 
sign. When such potent journals speak out 
so plainly their views in behalf of a delegate 
to England, it is but natural that we should 
pay, at least, a passing observation of respect 
to "their genius. So far us the main question 
is concerned--n delegate to Iiuglaud — we con- 
cur with our eotempotai ies. Much good, in 
various ways, might be effected by sending 
one. Advantages, present and future, ought 
to How from such a mission. The universal 
voice speaks out in favor ot a change of gov- 
ernment — in favor of a new Governor, a 
change of some ol the heads of departments — 
a new administration. Such sentiments are 
not confined to our province ; they pervade 
both. Both would like to get rid of Gov. 
Douglas ; but neither would tolerate the idea 
of Col. Moody being made Governor. In the 
expressive language ol the miners, "he is 
played out." Even crazy Cosset possesses 
mure gubernatorial qualifications than the 
gallant colonel. What a pretty condition of 
fciings it would be to see greasy, slippery, old 
elo' Creuse as adviser-in ciiief to the gallant 
Gov. Moody, who was never known to have 
decision enough to know his own mind live 
minutes ut a time— who, beyond pipe-cluy and 
feathering his nest, has done lor the country 
what? Nil. U he were a lit man lor Gov- 
ernor, he would, lung ago., have thrown up his 
ijinds and Works commission, rather than 
serve under Gov. Douglas. But " like master 
like servant." If the Columbian, in its syco- 
phantic admiratierj of Col. Moody, wishes to 
press that gentleman's name Upon the public 
to be endorsed as a tit person to be Governor, 
by a petition to the flume Government — a 
petition to be sent by .Mr. Cameron — we sin- 
cerely pity its judgment. Why did not the 
absent Treasurer carry such a request? lie 
carried a carpet-bag filled with copies ol that 
big document, designated " the lust memorial." 
1'oteut or impotent document, as it may be, 
yet based upou that the Columbian, following 
in the wake of its illustrious predecessor, 
asks the City Council of Vietcria and the 
Town Council of New Westminster lo send 
Mr. Cameron to England asa delegate. It says 
the basis on which he ought to be sent is: 
"Vancouver Island wants a distinct governor 
and responsible government. So do we. * * 
Let his mission be, fiist responsible govern- 
ment and a resident governor ior each col- 
ony." If we cannot agree to thoso terms of 
course "its no go." To put our coteinpor- 
ary's mind at ease, we hasien to assure it, 
that wo differ entirely with ihe first proposi- 
tion, and, na a matter of course, with tho 
secund. What the interest of both pro- 
vinces require is a union of the provinces 
making one government, with one governor, 
with free trado in Vancouver Island, and a 
tarill in British Columbia. So we don't 
want a "disiinct governor,'' nor a "governoi 
resident iu each colony." As fur responsible 
government, we want no such a hoax as 
our House of Assembly is concocting under 
that name, lint wb need not discuss the 
latter. Our lirst proposition is ihe main one 
— union — onu province instead ol two — one 
governor. Wo might listen to a proposition 
to send delegates from both colonies were 
such terms assented to. Bui even then, we 
have not tho most remote idea that either 
our City Council nor our citizens would 
select a stranger to act as their delegate. 
New Westminster might do so; but we 
possess several competent gentlemen to 
render us that service without going abroad 
for them. When we send a delegate to 
England, it will be a poison who has sum- 
mered and wintered here; one who is 
thoroughly posted iu uur affairs ; one who 
has a stake in our country ; not a stranger 
upon a flying trip. Vancouver Island is not 
no bad off, whatever New Westminster may 
be. When we send a delegato to execute a 
mission in England we care but litile 
whether he is known or unknown to my lord 
So and So or not. The delegate's identity 
granted, we aro persuaded that the logic of 
facts would serve his cause last enough, 
without presuming on old acquaintanceship. 
If New Westminster wishes to send Mr. 
Cameron as a delegate — if he is willing to 
go— send him away ; but wo have no idea 
that Victoria will. If that gentleman makes 
his home in this country — brings his house- 
hold gods hither — and entertains honestly 
such sentiments as aie generally adopted by 
the public, then we shall laku the subject 
under consideration, whether we shall adopt 
his services or not : but not before.

Ordinance on Nuisances. 

\\ r E, THE MAYOR AND COUNCILLORS 
? T in Council convened, by virtue ol tho power 
and authority vested in us by an act entitled "An 
Act to incorporate the City of Victorlii," passed the 
second Bay of August, A. D. 1862, mid hi the 
twenty-sixth ycur of the reign of Her Moat Gru- 
pious Majesty, Queen Yk'toriii: and, whereas, it is 
expedient for the good government of the city : 

Skction 1. Therefore be it ordained that from 
and after the passing of this ordinance, no slaugh- 
ter house, tannery, distillery, or o'hur offensive 
trade or occupation, shall be conducted in any 
premises situated within the limits of the said city, 
under a penalty not o'xcc'eilinjj one pound sterling 
for each olleiice. 

Sbc. 2, That no person shall ride or drivo 
through the public strcctH at n pace exceeding 
eight miles per hour, Under a penalty not exceed- 
ing one pound sterling for, each ollcnce. 

BEOS .'i. No person shall lead or drive any horse 
or cattle ou any sidewalk or footpath not proper 
therefor, under a pciulty not exceeding one pound 
sterling for ench offence, 

Sec. 4, All pigs and goats found at large within 
'.ho city limits, shall lie deemed a nuisance, and 
impounded; and the owner shall forfeit for each 
and every ollcnce a sum not exceeding one pound 
sterling, and in default of payment of the said 
penalty, the pigs and goats so impounded shallj 
after the expiration of seven days, be sul'd by or- 
der of tho presiding ofliccf. 

Sku. 5. No person shall wantonly lire ur set off 
or discharge any guns, pistols, cannons, squibbs, 
crackers, or iiicwurks, of any kind or description, 
nor 6hnll wear or carry ou the person any loaded 
fire-arms or dangerous weapons about tho person 
within the city limits, under a penalty not exceed- 
ing live pounds sterling fur each olieiiCCi 

Sku G. No person shall interrupt any of the foot- 
paths or sidowulks by placing thereon any boxes, 
bales, barrels; merchandize ur articles of any i 
description beyond a period of i-ix hours, under a i 
penalty nJt exceeding one pound Sterling foe each [ 
ollcnce. 

Sua. 7. During the erection or repair of build- 
ings, no person shall occupy more than one-third 
of the width of the street, cr fail to put up a fence- 
round the works, and keep lights burning at night 
iu the street near such buildings, under a penalty 
not exceeding live pounds sterling for each 
offence. 

Sec. 8. No person shall throw or deposit on 
any 01 the foot-paths, side-walks, highways, thor- 
oughfares, or any public place within the city 
limits, any rubbish, filth, ashes, or otlal of any 
kind, under a penally not exceeding one pound 
sterling for each Offence. 

Sko. 9. No person or persons shall interrupt 
any highway or public thoroughfare within the 
city limiis, by erecting thereon any fence build- 
ing, erectivc barricade, or obstruction of any na- 
ture or kind, under u penalty not exceeding ten 
pounds sterling for each offence. 

Sue. 10. No person shall he allowed to dump 
any ashes, dirt, rubbish, stones, or filth of any 
kind whatsoever, into the harbor, or place the 
bamo in such position that i- may be washed ii.to 
the Harbor, under a penalty, for the first offence, 
a sum not exceeding five pounds sterling; tho 
second offence to be lined or imprisoned at the 
option of the Mayor or presiding olUccr. 

Sec. 11. Every person who in any thoroughfare 
shall beat or shake any carpet, rug, or mat, except 
door-mats, ufter the hour of eight in the morning, 
or throw or lay any dirt, litter, or ashes, or any 
carrion, fish, offal or rubbish, or throw or cause 
any such thing to go into any sewer-pipe, or 
drain, or into any well, stream, or Water-course, 
or put the same in such a position that it may 
run into the haibur, or any pond or reservoir for 
water; or cause any offensive matter to run from 
any manufactory, brewery, slaughler-housc, butch- 
er's shop, or dung-hill, or any uncovered place, 
whether or not surrounded by a Wall or fence. 

Every person who shall empty or begin to 
empty any privy within the hours of G in the 
morning und 12 at night, and who shall move 
along any thoroughfare any night-soil soap lees, 
ainmonincid liquor, or other such offensive matter, 
between the hours of six in tho morning und eight 
in tho evening, and who shall at any time use for 
such purpose any enrt or carriage not having a 

firoper covering, or who shall wilfully or'carc- 
csslyslop or spill any such offensive matter in the 
removal thereof, or who shall not carefully sweep 
or clean away such place in which any such 
offensive nutter shall have been placed, spilled, 
or slopped ; and in default of the apprehension of 
the actual offender, the owner of the enrt or car- 
riage employed for any such purpose shall be 
deemed to be the ollendcr. 

SEC. 12. No person shall injure any highway 
or public thoroughfare by running large bodies of 
water on to the same, so as to iu'errupt the travel 
thereon, undci u penalty not exceeding one pound 
sterling for each offence.' 

■Sec. 13. No person shall sink any privy, vault, 
or cesspool nearer than two feet to his neighbor's 
premises, aud not less than twenty feet from the 
Street, under a penalty not exceeding one pound 
sterling for each oll'encc, and to be compelled to 
abate tho nuisance under such penalty as the 
Mayor oy presiding officer may direct.

Monday Morning, Sept. 29, 18621 

From British Columbia. 

The steamer Enterprise arrived on Saturday 
night with forty passengers and .<j;iO,000 in gold 
dust. The news, except from Williams Creek, 
(where every interest appears to thrive,) is not 
encor.raging. New diggings have bron struck on 
Williams both above and below the town, and the 
hills increase in richness ns the, tunnels are 
driven further into them. 

Jas. Trovers, n Williams Creek miner, brought 
down $12,000, lie is one of h company of lucky 
fellows who struck tine diggings about three- 
quarters of a mile helow tho canon on Williams' 
Creek about a month since. Fur his share he 
took out $2,030 for live days' work, aud then sold 
his interest l» Chief .Justice Uegbio and bar- 
rister Walker, for gtlOjjOOOi .Mr. T. is bound for 
hit home in England. 

Messrs. l'ylcs and Hoffman, '<5R residents of 
Victoria, have n very rich claim in a quarter of a 
mile above tho town, on Williams, it yields 100 
ounces a day lo the company. .Scott's claim pays 
eighty ounces every twenty-four hours. Camer- 
on's claim is only payinjj good wages. 

Two distinct kinds of gold aru found on the 
Creek. On the west side the gold is beautifully 
yellow ; while on the cast side, the gold has a 
brown, rusty appearance, it is argued fo 1- this 
fact that there arc two dili'ercut leads of gold on 
the Creek. The diggings below tho canon it is 
believed will prove very rich. Tho creek is now 
claimed to the swamp. There was a heavy fall 
of snow Otf Whliauis, Antler, aud Lightning 
Creeks, on the 8th instant. 

On Jack of Clubs Creek the bed-rock lias not 
been reached, oil account of water in the shafts. 
Companies arc still working on this creek. 

A great many farms have bun taken up on tiic 
line of Wright's wagon road, and it is expected 
that heavy crops will be raised thereon next year. 
Wheat was grown last summer on Dog and Chim- 
ney Creeks, and tho land proved very productive. 
Two Frenchmen. [pleased with the appearance of 
the crops, have sent to San Francisco for a small 
grist-mill. The farming-land is generally fouud 
in the vullevs, which are from 100 to 1000 acres in 
extent. The result of this year's planting has es- 
tablished the fact that (ill kinds of vegetables, and 
barley, oafs, wheat, &c, can be raised in that dis- 
trict. Many Canadians have settled on these lauds. 
The lolls collected nt Lilloout during this month 
will probably amount to about $G000. 

The now steamer on Lillooct Lake will bo ready 
for launching in four weeks. She is lid feet long, 
20 feet beam, and will have two 14 inch cylinders, 
and be capable of taking 100 tons of freight. She 
is expected to be the fastest boat in British Co- 
lumbia, and is arranged so that loaded wagons 
may be taken across the lake withou^discharging. 

The Governor is receiving proposals lor a road 
from Fort Pemlicrton, three fourths of u mile down 
Lillooet Lake, which, when finished, will groatly 
expedite stage travel over the route. 

From the Sandwich Islands. 



The bark Kathleen, Captain Marohent, 
arrived yesterday morning from Honolulu, 
in 22 days, with a ijuantity of [aland pro- 
duce.

Prince Albert, of Hawaii, died on lho27l!i 
of August. agefJ 4 years, i months and 7 
days. The obscijuie.v were to take placo 
on the 7th of Sept. 

H.M. ship. Termagant arrived at Hono- 
lulu on Ihe 22d of August, 42 days from 
Panama, bringing as passengers the newly- 
appointed British Commissioner ami Consul 
General Win. F. Syngo and family. Tho 
Commissioner was duly received by the 
King. 

H. M. ship Cbnrybdia sailed from Hono- 
lulu for Valparaiso on the 2'ith ol August. 

The schooner J. B. Ford, for China, with 
lumber from Puget Sound, was seized at La- 
haina, where she had put in to procure water 
and supplies, on the loili of August, by vir- 
tue of a writ issued by parlies claiming tho 
vessel at San Francisco. It is charged that 
the owners sent her with a cargo to Vie' 
tnria, aflcr disposal of which silo was to lake 
a cargo of lumber for San Francisco, accord- 
ing to the statement ot ihe owners, but, as 
the captain avers, lor China. The schooner, 
we hear, was built lor and owned by ihe 
present captain, hul owing to some difficulty 
in money matters, he transferred the nomi- 
nal ownership of her to tho' parties now 
claiming, who senl'a power of nttomey lo 
Honolulu lo take the vessel from him should 
she touch there. A Caplain Iiahcock was 
subsequently plaeod in charge of the vessel, 
and sho sailed for Shanghai! on the 2!>lli of 
August. 

The Legislature having passed a vole of 
want of confidence in Ihe Minister of Fin- 
ance, ihe Ministry resigned, and anolher 
more acceptable to the country was ap- 
pointed.

Tire Runaway Road Contractor. — Any 
amount of Oppeuheimor's paper is said lo be 
iu the hands of his workman, and serious 
trouble \n anticipated, so soon as they shall 
have ascertained the cruel manner in which 
they have been duped by their lute employer.

This sum, with the 
first advance of $1(7,000. forms the total amount 
of advances made Oppc'nhcimcr, aud in place 
of Government being u loser, it is actually a 
gainer to a large amount by tlio runaway's 
rascality, as it is assorted that 8100,000 worth 
of road lias been completed. We therefore 
hope that the suffering laborers, who have 
been defrauded of their pay for the summer's 
work, will be settled with to the utmost far- 
thing by the British Columbian Government, 
and not be compelled to come upon the public 
for eleemosynary aid during the coming srinlei^ 

Ga8 at Last. — Yesterday afternoon, fit 3 
o'clock, Mr. Murphy, manager of the Gas 
Works, filled three of the retorls, and com- 
menced the generation of gas. "Wc were pres- 
ent last evening, in company with Directors 
Southgatc and Graocini and .Secretary Thom- 
son, ut the drawing of the retorts (three in 
number/, and take much pleasure in stating 
that everything conncotcd with the works 
operated lou chiirni. Mr. Murphy expects to 
light gas, for the first time in this city, at eight 
o'clock to-night, in front of Carroll's liquor 
store on Yates street ; and several stores will 
bo lighted to-morrow evening.

Letter from Mr. Jeffreys. 

Victoria, Sept, 25, 1862. 

Editor British Colonist: — There has 
already been so much printed in the public 
journals iu relation lo Cariboo, thul I find it 
difficult to make a suilablo selection of items 
that will interest the readers of your valu- 
able sheet ; but, believing that facts will 
bear a perusal at all times, 1 therefore under- 
take to give Ihe readTS of tho Colonist a 
"true and unvarnished tale" of Cariboo ns 
experienced by me tho past season. 

Many adventurers havo been much dis- 
appointed in relation lo the mines, both iu 
their richness and ox tent ; and where bus 
there ever been a rush for rich gold mines 
but a great many would cry "bosh !" ",'ium- 
bug!" and denounce the country as unfit in 
every particular for Hie habitation of man. 
The new-comers in British Columbia the 
past season waio doomed lo be disapointed, 
for they had not oven thought of the pro- 
bability of failing to obtain a "paying claim" 
in British Columbia; and upon reaching 
the mining district of Antler Creek things 
looked so entirely different from what they 
had painted them in their imagination, that 
many remained just loug- eno"gh to dispose 
of their ielas, and then eoi> r ottnued retracing 
ttieir steps. Some of '.he new-comers left 
the country Without washing a pan of dirt or 
putting a pick in the ground, and this class 
lias done much to dishearten olhur.i whom 
they met on the road. Were these men pre- 
pared to give or form any idea of the Cari- 
boo mines ? No. 

To attempt a description of tho country 
would bafilo, I think, tho descriptive powers 
of a Russell, therefore it would be futile in 
me to attempt it. Thc road to the mines is 
a long oue, but by no moans difficult or

bei n most agreeably disappointed, lo in- 
stead ol having to '• c.tinp out " and took, 
there are houses lliat can bo reached daily, 
where man and beast can bo furnished all 
the necessaries, together with some of the 
delicacies of tho season, at prices ranging 
From Si lo 51 50 per meal. 

The mines ate both rich and extensive, 
and Because all who went to Cariboo did not 
make their piles is no proof lo the contrary ; 
for all gold excitements that 1 have aver 
heard of havo been loudly decried by some. 
It was particularly so in relation to Cali- 
fornia, and is thero a man of sound sense 
who will now say that California is a hum- 
bug .' I think they will| indued ho scarce. 
I candidly heliovu that luis will be the jase 
with Cauboo, for thero aie- rich diggings 
there and they are being profitably worked 
by their fortunate owners. When I assert 
thai lliore aro rich claims in Cariboo I do 
dot refer solely lo souio four or five claims 
or companies on Williams Creek, forCariboo 
embraces a huge extent of mineral lands re- 
mote from Ihis celebrated creek, through 
which pass many little creeks and their 
tributaries which are turning out tho precious 
metal iu paying quantities. Among litem 
are Eowhee, Last Chance, Chisholm Creuks 
and many others that might be enumerated. 
On all ol these crooks thore are some ril/t 
cfaiuui 

The seventy of tho past winter rendered it 
indeed difficult last spring for a new-comer 
to prospect lor a claim with success ; for 
the earth remained frozen until late in July, 
and the entire face of the country covered 
with snow and water, rendering it dillieull 
lo know where ground was not claimed, and 
favorable lo the eyr lor prospecting. 

And notwithstanding all these difficulties, 
men persevered and some of ibem have been 
rewarded with good claims. The scarcity of 
provisions uud the ditlieulty of carrying thum 
often forty miles and more, rendered the 
chance of discovering new creeks slim indeed ; 
but still new creeks have been discovered and 
arc being worked profitably by their adven- 
turous aud worthy owners. 

Provisions of all kinds arc now in the mines 
in great abundance, and those whose pecuniary 
condition enabled them to remain can pros- 
pect the country with comparatively little 
trouble ; ler at this season of thc year there is 
but little water in the si reams and on the hill 
side, making traveling over the mountains 
ipiitc good. 

There arc in Cariboo at the present time 
some fifteen hundred miners, and the majority 
are making some money. There is said to 
have been all immigration amounting to near 
nine thousand the pas t season. This caused 
provisions to command u high price ; but us 
the largest part have left, provisions can now 
bu obtained iu quantity ut a fair price, and 
t here is no danger of there being a scarcity the 
coming spring, 

" The writer ol these few lines has no motive 
iu writing about Cariboo oilier than a desire 
to place it before your readers as it really is. 
The country I believe lo be rich, and extensive, 
and time will beat me out in the assertion. 1 
will not advise a single man to" try his luck in 
the Caribou mines, but all who Live nothing 
to do ut home and can conveniently spare 
some four or five hundred dollars might come 
and try the new Dorado of British Columbia.

Iu thc meantime, the individual most nearly 
concerned was taking refreshments, and chatting 
cnr.ily with those around him ; but he neither ad- 
dressed nor even looked at his wife, who sat at a 
little distance weeping bitiorly. 

Two hours and a-half had elapsed, when the 
door leading to the jury-chamber swung open, and 
Ihe twelve re-entered, tlic foreman carrying a large 
scroll, which he handed to thc President, There 
was no need to proclaim silence, when, placing his 
hand on his heart, the foreman began: 

"On my honor and my conscience, bel'oro God 
and man, our verdict is " 

" Stay, gentleman," said the President; "here 
is something irregular. You have nnt only to 
pronounce upon the principal charges, but also to 
answer 'Yes or 'No' to each of the aggravating 
circumstances. Have the goodness to retire and 
do this." 

It took some little time to rectify this inform- 
ality, and then Ihe jury once more made their np- 
pcarnnco. The twenty-eight chief questions were 
for the most part supplemented by utlicr questions, 
each requiring a separate answer, such as : 

" With violence r" 

" During the night V 

" With premeditation r" 

"On tho public highway ?" And like questions. 

Iu all there proved to be sixty-seven affirmative 
and seventeen negative answers — thc former em- 
bracing all tho material charges. 

Thc effect of this coniplicatod verdict was thc 
conviction of both prisoners, with (by a majority) 
attenuating circumstances In favor of the woman. 

For thc first time during tho proceedings Dumol- 
lard's coolness seemed to desert him. His coun- 
tenance became perfectly livid, his eyes glared 
wildly round. At this moment, perhaps, the full 
horror of his position first revealed itself to his 
stubborn intelligence. There occurred, too, one 
of those dramatic pauses which gire time for a 
peculiar interest and solemnity to impress itself 
ineffaceably on thc memory. Throughout the 
dimly lighted court nothing was to bo seen but 
bowed her.ds or stern. Htill faces, waiting for the 
word of do un ; nut without a sense of that hu- 
miliation which even in the very net of justico con- 
fesses with reluctance the possibility of guilt so 
monstrous, in the human form. Hunger makes 
tho wolf savage, "yet with his k-.nd ho gently 
doth consort." Here was a man who, to pamper 
the lowest passions of which nature is susceptible, 
had literally waded ill the blood of thc moot help- 
less and innocent of his kind. 

It was the voica of thc iVocurChr-Gcn'cral that 
broke the hush, praying the Court to grunt tho 
application of certain articles of the penal code. 
The prisoners, culled upon to add what they 
pleased to their defence, made no reply. 

Then, the President, after reading the articles 
applicable to the case, pronounced the fatal judg- 
ment. Martin Dumollard to the pain of death, 
tho elocution to take place at Montlael ; Mari- 
anne Dmnolliid lo twenty years' Imprisonment 
and hard labor. 

That night tho condemned murderer slept tran- 
quilly ; though for the preceding four his rest had 
been, broken by convulsive tossinga to and fro. 

"Well, Dumollard, how goes it V ' said his advo- 
cate, entering bis cell next morning. 

"As one who expects to die," was thc answer. 

" It remains then to make a good end; let that 
bo tnc first expiation of your crimes." 

Neither lo such exhortations, nur to (he earnest 
counsel) of the excellent Abbe IJcroud, vicar of 
Hours, who paid him many visits, did thc unhappy 
wretch give any heed. 

" I shall do nothing with him," said tho good 
priest, mournfully. " 'i he mind is too coarse and 
brutified. It is not with him as with others, where 
darkness and light are at least mingled in the 
soul. Here, it is one profound obscurity." 

Nevertheless, he did net relax his efforts; and, 
as Dumollard exercised his right of appeal to the 
Court of Cassation, opportunity was not wanting. 

Dumollard's cell was shared by four or live oth- 
ers, qoncleraued to different terms of imprison- 



ment. Ihcse sometimes flattered him with hope* 
of success in his appeal. 

" in twenty days, he answered, ' I rhall either 
lose my head, or be bet at liberty; but I would 
rather die than bo sent to Cayenne or even kept 
in prison*! 

'this speech betrayed two misapprehensions on 
thc criminal's part. One, thul a certain time must 
elapse before the execution uf a capital scnteuco, 
whereas the law assigns none; thc other, that a 
favorable deeisiun of tho appeal court ends all 
proceedings, and sets a prisoner free. Whereas 
it merely remits thc case to a new jury. 

Ou the twenty-seventh of February his appeal 
was rejected; tho report being aceorapanted by 
that recommendation to mercy without which no 
capital sentence iu France is carticd into execu- 
tion 

The report was then submitted to Iho minister 
and to thc Kmperor, who wrote upon it, " 11 n'y n 
lien" — there is no room (t\ e for pardon) — and 
the magistrates und officials of Montlael received 
ordeis to execute Ihe sentence within twenty-four 
hours. The txreutionor of Grenoblo was directed 
to ansut hii colleague of Lyons. 

Un Friday evening, the seventh of March, the 
tinillotiuo was taken fioni thc vaults below the Pa- 
lais du J usticc, placed upo;: e»i immense car sud 
transported to Montlael : whither a large detach- 
ment of lancers had already proceeded to pre- 
serve order among the immense multitudes that 
came flocking from every part of the country. At 
four o'clock that samo evening the criminal re- 
ceived Intimation that he was to die on flic morrow. 
Ho turned deadly pale ; but soon recovered his 
habitual iudifferenco, and only replied that it was 
what lie had expected His confessor was then 
introduced, and remained with him half an hour. 
About to leu've, ho suggested to the condemned 
man that the time had arrived when, if ever, lie 
should exchange forgiveness and reconciliation 
with his wife, oll'ering at the same time to ob- 
tain permission for his release, from irons. Du- 
mollard assented, and Ihe interview took place 
immediately — the male prisoner remaining calm 
and unmoved as ever — the woman deeply agitated. 
At'te: this the two sat down to partake of their lust 
meal together; an abundant Slipper, provided at 
the coat of the good priest, who, though it was 
fdst-duy, permitted them, "in the present con junc- 
ture of circumstances," to eat n h it they pleased. 
Of this license, Dumollard (again like Ituahj availed 
himself to the utmost limit of human appetite. 
Beef, pork, cutlets, and especially puddings, dis- 
appeared under his efforts with a rapidity that 
struck with amazement the spectators of that 
gloomy feast. He seemed to consider the time too 
precious to bo wasted in conversation; but, never- 
theless, fouud opportunity now and then to ad- 
dress a word of comfort to his wife, whose sobs in- 
terrupted the repast. 

"Patience! patience ; you arc frelUng about me; 
but it a wustc'of grief; you bcc 1 don't care. As 
for you, you have to remain twenty years in prison. 
Be careful uf tho little money 1 shall leave you. 
Take some nine now uud then. But mind I On 
your liberation, do not go back to Dagneux, where 
your family would not welcome you. Remain at 
Dijon, liy-the-by," he added, as if an important 
idea had struck him, "don't forget to reckon with 
Berthet — she owes you for so many days' work ; 
that will be seventeen francs, less five SOUS." 

At half-past ten at night, the vehicle which was 
to convey Dumollard to Montlael arrived nt Ihe 
prison. Embracing his wife for the last lime, he 
quietly mounted, accompanied by his confessor, 
and escorted by two gendarmes. 

"Holla 1 ." suid the criminal, who seemed to have 
a peculiar aversion to cold air. "This is very 
annoying, I am chilled to death." 

"Here, pcre Dumollard," said a good naturod 
gendarme, "by a lucky foresight 1 brought hit 
blanket." 

Once made comfortable, the prisoner soemcd te 
desire nothing more. Through the whole length 
of that ghastly journey, his was thc only unruffled 
spirit of the party. Ho conversed incessantly, but 
without cirort or bravado, describing tho localities, 
the distance from puint to point of places mention- 
ed at the trial, etc , with a coul minuteness which, 
un'ier tho circumstances, uud with 'he accompani- 
ment ot sickly moon-glcamsj the howling March 
wind, and tho dull rumble uf the carriage that bore 
Ihe culprit nearer und nearer to his doom, struck 
his companions with awe. 

It was half-past one iu thc morning as they en- 
tered Chalamout, a mile or two short of Montlael, 
and here the crowd had become bo dense as to 
create sonic difficulty in passing. Yells and ex- 
ecrations redounded oil every side. Sonic women 
forced their way up to the vehicle, fhshiug their 
lanterns into the face of the criminal. The Abba 
Bcrourc warmly remonstrated, rebuking their in- 
decent curiosity, and exulting them to be satisfied 
with the act of justice about to be done. Thus, 
through masses ul living beings, miles iu length, 
Ihe cortege approached Montlael. 

Thc scaffold had been erected durlug thc night 
in the widest piece of public ground— Iho Flncc 
llourgcat — and now stooil ready in the center of a 
perfect forest of bayonets and drawn sabres. Be- 
yond thc military square, every visible inch, from 
ground to chimney top, was packed with living 
beings. How some of these points of vantage 
were gnincd at nil, or how descended from, were 
questions only lo he resolved by those who saw 
the process. Wc were informed thousands had 
been content to pass the long chill night in these 
positions. 

Dumollaid had alighted at the Town Hull, mid 
was warming himself comfortably nt the lire in 
thc Council chamber. A magistrate present ex- 
horted him to confess whatever remained upon 
his mind in reference to the crimes for which he 
was to sutfer. The criminal made no other reply 
than : 

'• I am innocent. It is unlucky, but I nm sacri- 
ficed for the guilt of others." 

H. Carrel, the cure of Montlael. entered. 

" All, good morning, M. Carrel !" said Dumol- 
lard. " I have heard much good of you. It was 
from your hands that at sixteen 1 received my 
first communion." 

Some further futile efforts were made to induce 
him to confess. One singular answer was noted: 

" Jf others have buried bodies iu my vineymd, 
I am not responsible." 

He was offered some refreshment, nnd took 
sonic coffee and Madeira ; nf'tor which tho execu- 
tioners were introduced, and the "toilette" com- 
menced. The prisoner himself look off his blouse, 
and sat down. His feet were tied, but not suffi- 
ciently lo prevent his walking, und his arms se- 
cured They then cut otf his hair and the neck of 
his shirt. As the steel of the shears touched him, 
he gave a convulsive shudder, but quickly re 
gained his self command. One final effort to 
obtain confession, or at least admission of his 
guilt, met with the former result, and this extraor- 
dinary i .Mender, persevering to Ihe last in his war 
with justice and society, marched forth to his 
doom. 

I The shout that rent the air, as he appeared, 
I might have been heard for miles. The silence 
that succeeded was the more appalling. Dumol- 
lard's lips moved as in prayer, 'The priests bent 
forward, caught and earnestly re-echoed the soli- 
tary uccents : 

" .lesus ! Maria ! Pray for me !" 
He knelt for a moment on the lower steps of 
the BCliffold, and the Abbe licroud offered to his 
white lips the symbol of Divine mercy. Then thc 
executioners helped him up the remaining steps, 
lied him to the plank, pushed the latter to its 
place. Quick as lightning the axe descended, 
and, in a few seconds, head and body lay together 
in a rude collin ; the hody to he interred in an ob- 
scure nook of the cemetery nt Montlael — the head 
lo be sent to the phrenological professors at Lyons, 
There was scarcely time for a trace of blood to bc- 
como visible. Never was the merciful death of the 
guillotine more skillfully udniiuislered. Never 
was death punishment more richly deserved, than 
by the French wolf Dumollard. 

A Prisoner for Thirtt.-Six Years. — 
Tho Dublin papers announce the death of a 
person named Sterne, who had b;en im- 
prisoned lor debt in the Four Courts Mar- 
shalsea for thirty-six years. Mr. Sterne was 
a gentleman of large fortune, who, iu conse- 
quence id' some interest ho had with govern- 
ment, obtained an official position in, it is 
understood, Iho commissariat. lie was a 
gentleman of fashion as well as u, 'fast' man 
upon Ihe town. In early lifa bo married, 
and had two children. The most remark- 
able event of his life was his elopement 
with a married lady of great respectability, 
thc wife of an eminent barrister. The lady 
who was young, pretty, and well connected, 
formed a fatal attachment to Mr. Slerne, aud 
yielded in an unhappy moment to his 
solicitations to elope with him. The matter 
was arranged at a ball given by the husband, 
a', which Mr. Slerr.e was present as a guest. 
About two o'clock in the morning, while the 
festivities were at their height, the ludy 
hastily put on her bonnotand shawl and pro- 
ceeded hastily down stairs unobserved. Mr. 
Sterne was awaiting her in a carriage. Tho 
uows of the elopement, the circumstances 
under which it look place.J and the rank of 
the itersons, created .great interest in tbo 



city at the time, The injured husband in- 
stituted legul proceedings for damages, and 
the case came on ior trial beforo Lord No - 
bury and a special jury. Mr. Phillips, one 
of the lending counsel of tho day, stated the 
plaintill's ease- It subsequently transpired 
that, after inducing ihe unhappy lady iu 
leuvo her husband and her home, he, after a 
short lime, ruthlessly abandoned her, and 
turned her out of doors. About the year 
1824 he was arrested on account of n debt of 
about JC300, and was committed to the Four 
Courts Marshalsea. Boreft of resouices,and 
discarded by all his connections, it was im- 
possible for him to procure the menus to 
satisfy his creditors. He wjs, however, aK 
lowed a sum of lfD. a week for several years 
by nn eminent judge who pitied his situation. 
Mr. Sterne; or, as he was called in prison, 
''General" Sterne, was in the latter part of 
his life morose and reserved. It was ex- 
ceedingly difficult to obtain from him any 
information regarding ihe events of his for- 
mer life. He seldom mixed with any of Ihe 
other prisoners, remaining almost entirely 
in his own r ;om.
